This happy ef­ 
fect Is accomplished by the use of 
special containers which permit re­ 
gulation of the atm ospheric pres­ 
sure. In those so-called "decompres­ 
sion cham bers" the men are able 
to work without danger of Cais­ 
son'* disease. They pass from one 
cham ber to another of different 
pressure, and so on until they find 
one which is properly adjusted to 
comfortable working conditions, 
O ther precautions are taken to 
prevent any possible damage to the 
heart arid lungs. Likewise, 
the 
workmen receive periodic 
health 
examinations.

The Sunlit Road

Some 36 years ago when the Car­ 
negie library was being erected in 
East Liverpool and when W illiam 
.McKinley 
occupied 
the 
W hite 
House, Sunday 
morning 
newspa­ 
pers from 
Pittsburgh 
and Cleve­ 
land ♦ere brought to East Liver­ 
pool from Beaver by means of a 
horse-drawn wagon. 
As is the 
case at the present 
time, the/e were nu Sunday passen­ 
ger trains over the Cleveland & 
Pittsburgh and th* Pittsburgh-Bel- 
laire divisions and there was no 
other means to get paper deliver­ 
ies in East Liverpool, Even today 
metropolitan 
newspapers 
a r e 
brought from Beaver to East L iv ­ 
erpool by motor truck or bus. 
Among those who formerly made 
this overland trip from East L iv ­ 
erpool to Beaver and return with 
the Sunday morning papers wts 
C. O. W eaver of Thompson avenue, 
who for many years was the local 
agent for out-of-town newspapers. 
Mr. Weaver, at thai time, was em­ 
ployed by John Rose and the late 
Charles Dix. 
The newspapers from Pittsburgh 
generally arrived at the P. A L. E. 
station in Beaver about 4 a. rn. on 
Sundays. When the roads were in 
good condition Mr. W eaver and his 
aid# would leave here about 2 a. rn. 
and return about 7 a. in. However, 
iii winter and 
spring, when the 
roads were muddy it would be nec­ 
essary for them to leave aa early 
as ll Saturday nights and wouldn't 
return until 9 to 1ft a. rn. Sunday- 
Dri the return trip papers would 
be 
sold 
at 
Vanport, 
Industry, 
Smiths Ferry and also In the East 
End district 
before 
the wagon 
would reach the downtown section. 
Because the road between East 
Liverpool and 
W ellsville was of- 
times impassable. Sunday papers to 
W ellsville frequently were taken to 
W ellsville in a skiff. Mr. W eaver 
recalls that paper# for many years 
w e re handled from a store room 
In Fifth street when John Brind­ 
ley was the agent. Later W illiam 
Bagley wa.* named local represen­ 
tative handling file papers from hi* 
store in Second and Union streets. 
In time Rose and Dix obtained the 
agency which was located In their 
store in 
the old Little building, 
loiter they moved to th© Thomp­ 
son building ip Sixth street and 
from there to the Hollenden hotel 
building east in Sixth street.
